There  is  a  saying  popular  these  days,  that  every  day  we  should  give  thanks 
that  we  are  Americans.   We  agroe,  and  we  do,  even  though  wo  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  bo  oven  amused  at  tho  ridor  that  usually  goes  with  it,  which  3001113 
to  imply  that  tho  only  thing  we  have  to  bo  thankful  for  on  this  continent 
is  the  hodgepodge  of  businoss  and  politics. 

Wo  havo  many  reasons  to  bo  proud  of  being  North  Americans,  and  many  roasons 
for  being  thankful.   We  are  very  fortunate.   Our  one  major  and  imperative 
problem  is  a  relatively  simple  one,  ono  for  which  a  solution  is  readily 
available  whenever  North  Americans  aro  ready  to  use  it;  that  is,  to  re- 
design our  obsolote  price  system  social  mechanism,  eliminate  tho  need  for 
businoss  and  politics  and  effoct  the  distribution  of  abundanco  to  the  North 
American  people 

Wo  do  not  havo  the  samo  problems  as  pooplo  in  othor  areas  of  the  world, 
where  we  find  insufficient  and  badly  scattered  resources,  heavy  overpopul- 
ation, terrific  birth  rates,  ancient  deep-rooted  national  divisions  of  pop- 
ulations and  the  resultant  mutual  suspicions,  language  barrier a,  religious 
barriere,  technological  backwardness,  disintegration  of  the  physical  means 
of  production  and  distribution,  despoiled  lands.  These  aro  far  from  simple 
problems . 

To  attack  tho  world's  problems  as-a-whole,  is  to  attack  something  quite  un- 
manageable in  its  proportions,  and  when  it  is  attacked  quite  at  random,  with 
no  clear-cut  rational  objective  in  view  other  than  the  ""telioration  of  some 
of  the  more  spectacular  symptoms  of  a  fundamental  maladjustment  in  the  pro- 
cess of  human  life  in  a  terrostrial  environment,  the  results  are  inevitably 
disappointing  if  not  indood  disastrous. 

And  so  we  go  on  repeating  pious  platitudes  and  giving  lip-service  to  the 
idea  of  bigger  and  better  things  to  come,  whilo  at  the  same  time,  failure 
after  failure  breeds  a  sense  of  hopelessness  and  frustration  and  the  feeling 
that  there  is  no  uso  trying,  that  the  only  thing  to  do  is  work  for  No.  1 
and  dovil  take  the  hindmost. 

The  Technocrat  i3  not  surprised  or  disappointed  at  failuroa  under  the  price 
system,  and  knows  that  to  attack  North  America's  problem  i3  to  attach  somo- 
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The  cost  of  living  index  has  been  skidding  up  again  lately,  no  doubt 
because  of  strikes  caused  1:,  employees-  ('.abor)  struggling  for  debt  certif- 
icates to  buy  the  necessities  of  life*  This-  cost  of  living  rise  will  hatch 
another  early  spring  crop  of  strikes,  as  we  read'of  in  coal,  telephone, 
textile  and  other  industries. 

What  goes  up  must  come  down,  and  when  prices  and  wages  start  to  slip,  the 
price  system  chickens  will  come  home  to  roost,  and  the  North  American 
citizen  will  be  left  holding  the  bag,  or  is  it  the  dilapidated  egg-shell? 


Recently  in  Vancouver  a  man  collapsed  on  the  lawn  of  St.  Paul's  Hospital. 
Owing  to  the  crowded  conditions  there  ho  had  to  be  moved  sevoral  blocks  to 
the  Vancouver  General  Hospital  whore  an  extra  bed  was  sot  up.

Anyone  who  takes  the  time  to  read  the  news  intelligently  cannot  fail  to 
notice  the  growing  number  ofnews  stories  appearing  these  days  on  the 
subject  of  surpluses:  surplus  potatoes,  surplus  corn,  surplus  cotton, 
surplus  eggs,  surplus  raisins,  and  what  have  you.  These  bothersome  sur- 
pluses are  being  dumped,  burned  and  buried  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  an 
old  story  in  North  America  under  the  price  system,  because  you  cannot 
have  an  abundance  without  destroying  price* 

While  we  arc  going  all  out  spending  billions  to  keep  prices  high,  still 
another  surplus  item  is  beginning  to  make  itself  seriously  felt  again  - 
surplus  man-hours  for  sale,  and  no  takers.   Unemployment  and  other  rel- 
ated words  from  the  lexicon  of  the  bad  old  pre-war  'depression1  days  are 
finding  their  way  into  the  front  pages  again. 

Unemployment  and  high  prices  together  are  a  combination  that  means  quick 
personal  disaster  for  the  individual  caught  in  the  squeeze,  and  yet,  with 
many  millions  admittedly  unemployed  in  America  there  is  remarkably  little 
concern  being  expressed.  Even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  purveyors  of 
public  information  arc  themselves  most  likely  suffering  only  vicariously, 
it  is  reminiscent  of  the  stoic  acceptance  of  calamity  said  to  be  charac- 
teristic of  certain  peasants  of  Europe  and  Asia  where  famine,  flood  and 
postilence  are  looked  upon  as  an  inevitable  and  unavoidable  part  of  life. 
We  are  still  within  the  limits  of  our  tolerance. 


However,  tolerance  goes  only  so  far,  and  when  the  instability  of  the  price 
system  has  advanced  far  enough,  when  it  is  no  longer  the  other  fellow  who 
is  getting  caught  and  when  all  hopes  of  climbing  back  on  the  gravy  train 
have  faded,  we  shall  have  arrived  at  a  time  of  social  decision  on  this 
Continent. 

To  tho  Technocrat  the  re-appearance  of  these  news  items  is  no  surpriso. 
They  are  only  a  reminder  that  the  trends  on  this  Continent  continue  their 
unidirectional  progression  towards  that  day  of  decision,  and  that  tho  time 
v/ill  not  be  too  long  coming  when  the  nrice  system  will  bo  too  much  of  a 
headache  to  bo  tolerated  by  anybody. 

If  wo  are  not  to  jump  out  of  the  frying  |  a   into  the  fire,  cither  of  com- 
plete chaos  or  of  some  idiotic  imported  'ism'  North  Americans  must  be 
aware  that  Technocracy  is  the  extension  of  science  to  create  a  society 
worthy  of  the  intelligence  of  man. 
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We  are  certainly  getting  our  share  of  war  lately,  war  taik  that  is.

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It  is  being  said  in  tho  price  syston  pross,  with  unemployment  mounting  in 
United  States  and  part3  of  Canada,  that  while  this  falling  off  in  busin- 
ess is  unfortunate,  it  is  roally  hard  only  on  thoso  who  are  out  of  a- job. 
This  is,  of  course,  good  news  and  nake3  everything  all  right.  The  rest 
of  us  are  still  doing  nicely,  thank  you(it's  said.) 

The  unemployed,  usually  recruited  first  from  among  thoeo  less  skilled  in 
the  particular  technique  required  to  corner  a  fast  buck,  under  the  mores 
of  the  price  system,  aro  commonly  regardod  as  undeserving  per  so,  and  as 
long  as  tho  effects  of  any  unavoidable  'adjustment  in  business  lovols'  or 
'deflation'  is  confined  to  them,  'wo'  havo  no  real  cause  for  concern.  A 
nonsensical  pioco  of  rationalization,  but  it  is  so  handy  and  co:Cfortablo 
for  the  smug  and  the  apathetic. 

It  is  easy  to  imagino,  as  long  as  we  arc  individually  getting  by,  that 
the  unending  succession  of  crises  in  the  price  system,  the  probloms  of 
the  world  at  largo,  of  which  wo  arc  vaguely  aware,  do  not  concorh  US; 
that  it  is  always  the  other  follow  who  suffers  the  social  and  economic  dis- 
asters, just  as  it  is  always  the  other  fellow  who  gets  knocked  down  in 
traffic,  gets  robbed,  contracts  some  illness  or  has  his  houso  burned  down  — 
until  it  happens  to  us.  As  long  as  we've  GOT  a  hamburger,  who's  interest- 
ed? We'll  ride  the  gravy  train  from  here  on  out. 

But  we  are  citizens  of  North  America,  and  conditions  on  this  continent  arc 
unique.  Ours  is  a  high-energy,  technological  society,.,  and  wo  aro  more 
vulnerable  for  that  reason  to  any  social  breakdown.   In  tho  hand  tool,  low 
energy  agrarian  economics  found  in  the  rest  of  the  world,  a  major  break- 
down of  tho  social  mechanism  may  be  quite  unpleasant,  but  most  citizens 
will  survive,  things  can  be  got  going  again,  and  after  all,  things  are  tough 
all  over.

Britain,  who  had  boon  determined  not  to  devaluato  tho  pound,  went  into  a-1 
huddlo  with  tho  U.S.  and  omorged  with  an  announcement,  a~  $0%   devaluation 
of  the  pound. 

Nobody  was  too  much  surprised.  Tho  newspapers' had  pretty  well  arrangod 
'public  opinion'  beforehand ,  so  in  the  next  few  days  tho  main  stom  ox- 
ports  wore  busy  explaining  to  each  other  why  Britain  did  it,  and  why  so 
many  othors  followed  suit,  and  why  this  was  tho  only  "solution".   Solu- 
tion to  what?  Why,  tho  dollar  crisis,  of  course.

Tho  thing  to  dc  is  tako  a  number  of  abstractions,  wMch  wo 
may  call  pounds,  pesos,  francs,  oruzieroe,  zlotys,  dinars,  yuans,  lira, 
drachmas,  bolivianos,  rupees,  rials,  kronos,  guildors,  guaranis,  bolivars, 
markkas,  kronas,  sols,  colons,  balboas,  lompiras,  quotzals,  cordobas, 
korunas,  sucros,  marks,  leks,  afghanis-,  schillings,  Iovp,   sangs,  piasters, 
forints,  yen,  won,  cscudos,  lows,  pesetas,  bojrts,  and  roubles  (not  to  non-- 
tion  dollars)  and  juggle  thorn  about  until  ovorybedy  is  able  to  soil  more 
than  thoy  buy  and  everybody  gets  out  of  dobt,  becomes  rich  and  happy. 

We  read  on  tho  front  page  of  our  papers  that  tho  Lower  Slobbovian 
Rasbucknik,  formerly  worth  nothing,  has  boon  devaluated  and  is  now  worth 
JOfo   loss.  This  is  supposod  to  be  funny,  but  with  all  duo  rospoct,  it 
gets  a  lot  of  stiff  competition  from  tho  puppot  show  of  tho  price  systom. 


Farmers  have  been  enjoying  fat  living  under  a- price  system  in  the  last 
few  years,  we've  been  led  to  believe,  but  when  figures-:  wore  made  public 
recently  on  the  operation  of  tho  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  in  Unitod 
States,  there  wore  some  oyes  bugging  out.

There  can  bo  little  doubt  that  a  groat  downward  movoment  ia  boginn- 
ing  to  got  under  way. 

Teehnocrate^  have  apent  the  laat  eight  years  doggedly  carrying  on  tho  work 
of  Technocracy  Inc.  through  a  poriod  of  prosperity  and  high  ineone*  During 
this  period  tho  average  American  citizon  has  boon  only  vaguoly  intoreatod 
in  questions^  of  social  change  and  social  advancement.
